Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-4, 6-21, 24-27, and 29-42 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art, Plush (US 6,532,282), discloses a method/system for managing 
rollover usage units for a communication services subscriber that includes receiving and 
storing rollover data elements wherein the data include subscriber information and a 
balance of rollover units available to offset an amount of overage units used and 
wherein the balance of rollover units includes unused units from a previous billing cycle, 
receiving a request for rollover data elements that apply to the subscriber being 
processed for a billing cycle, and presenting the rollover data elements for the 
subscriber wherein the rollover units are measured in billable units and wherein it is 
possible to set limits on the rollover units. Furthermore, the rollover data is presented to 
an accounting system, wherein the data includes the rollover units accumulated and 
wherein the accounting system defers revenue associated with the rollover units 
accumulated in a current billing cycle to a subsequent billing cycle. 

The prior art fails to teach rollover usage units being measured in at least one of 
a plurality of billable units and available to be converted from a first billable unit type 
associated with a first communication service to a second billable unit type associated 
with a second communication service. 

The limitations lacking in the prior art, in combination with the other limitations 
clearly claimed for patent, are novel and unobvious.
